WHAT DID THEY MEAN? 
SOiME T IM E AGO several of the big un­ 
ions entered into—that is, forced upon e m ­ 
ployers—cost-of-living co n tra cts by which 
the wages of m e m b ers autom atically went 
up when the c o m m o d i t y index rose and by 
the sam e contract are required to go down 
when declines show' up in living costs. 
These so-called 
au to m atic 
escalators 
cover more than 3 million workers. 
Now' Bureau of Labor Statistics show's 
that the cost of living between m id-Jan­ 
u a ry and m id-February fell 0.6 per cent for 
the first decline : ince last June. It wras the 
largest com modity decline since D ecem ­ 
ber, 1949. 
Another decline is predicted when the in­ 
dex is announced for the mid-February to 
mid-March period. 


Food prices showed a drop of nearly five 
per cent, food and vegetables leading the 
way with a 7.4 per cent decline. T h e r e 
were minute advances in a few* other fields, 
including rents (which have lagged far be­ 
hind wages in the last d eca d e), but. with 
apparel prices rem aining steady, the two 
big items of food and clothing brought liv­ 
ing costs down. 


This does not jibe with the proposed 
“ p ackage’* wage increase of 26 cents an 
hour for steelworkers w’hich is now worry­ 
ing the adm inistration one of whose agen­ 
cies approved it. High wages a re necessary 
to provide m a rk e ts for goods and taxes for 
swollen budgets, but to give th e m a sharp 
boost u pw ard in one industry—and that an 
industry' which has led the p a ra d e in spir­ 
aling w’ag es—while m ore th a n 3 million 
w orkers in other industries a re subject to 
slight re a d ju stm e n t downward because of 
a cost of living decline is alm ost certain to 
stir up trouble in the whole w age field. 
P e rh a p s a psychoanalyst will come up 
w'ith a plausible explanation of the Wage 
Stabilization Board s action.
